AGITATED FRANCE; 



How the Eesignation of President 
Gaslmir Perier is Begrarded 
—Press Comments. 



Farowell Letter of Wittidrawal-rlts 
Beceptlon In the Otaambers— 
The SocialiBts. 



Pabis, Jan. 16.— The olty haa bean in 
tensely exalted thronghont the day. A 
meeting of ministers was held at 1 o'clock 
this morning for the purpose of discussing 
tho changed situation. There was a full 
attendance of tho members of M, Bupuy'a 
cabinet, and the gravity of the position was 
fully taken into oonaideration. Although 
tho regnlationa forbid street vendors from 
starting out before 8 o'clock in tho morning 
{an ordinance which includea tho prohibition 
of the sale of nowspapors by carriers), the 
newsboys wore allowed this morning to be- 
^in their sales before daybreak. The an- 
nouncement of the rsaignation of the Presi- 
dent came like a thunder bolt to thousands 
of porsons, and everyone was asking the 
reason for the Fresideot'fi audden action 
Various reasons were^ given by the news 
papers, but none of theiii seemed to satisfy 
any great nnoiber of people. 

Le Matin was very severe in its oriticism 
of the Pres dent's course, and declared that 
Instead of running away at tho first hostile 
demonstration of his enemies ho should have 
diaaolved tho chamber and submitted his 
position to tbo j adgmont of tho people of the 
l^epublio. 

Some nowspapors declared that Casiniir- 
Porlor had beoomo physiciUy unable to resist 
the impulse to resign. He had, it was 
alleged, been sabjeotod to most extreme 
nervous tension ovor since be first bocamo 
prominent as a candidate for the presidency, 
and it was assertod that after his election he 
flung himaelf upon a couob where be re- 
mained completely proatrated for several 
hours. Sinco then ho has repeatedly given 
way to the intense nervous strain put upon 
him. When M. Uurdeau, tbo president of 
the chamber of deputies, died, M. Casimir- 
Periar waa .deeply affected and, it is said, 
he has nob sinoe recovered from the shook 
which tho announcement of bis friend's 
death gave him. 

All of the groups in the Chamber of depu- 
ties held meetings this morning to discuss 
the situation. The ground was thoroughly 
gone over, but no deoision waa arrived a& in 
regard to the selection of oandldatea for the 
suoopsalon to ithe Preaidenoy. . The names 
of Felix Fanre, Lonbet, Waldeok, Bossean 
and Brisson wore mentioned and disonased, 
but definite decisions were reserved pending 
the developments of the day. The support- 
ers of the government are willing to re-elect 
,CasimirTPerier, but failing in this, beoanse 
of his icefnsal to accept, or for any other 
reason, it is regarded as likely that they 
will support M. Dupuy. 

Shortly beforo the assembling of tho 
Chamber of Deputies tho cabinet again went 
to the palaco, where thoy were closeted with 
M. Casimir Perier for half an hour. The 
Chamber of Deputies was called to order by 
the Preaident, M.. Brisson, promptly at 3 
o'clock. M. Brisson announced the recoipt 
of a message from President Casimir- 
Perier, which be read as follows : 

" Meaaienrs los Senateurs, Deputes : I 
have never concealed from myself the diffi- 
culties of tbe task which tho national aa- 
aembly imposed upon me. I have foreseen 
them, but, although one doesn't refuse a 
post in the moment of danger, one only ro- 
caina tho position with dignity under tho 
conviction that ho in serving the country. 
ThoFrcsident of thoRepublic deprived of the 
means of acting can only find confidence in 
bis reliance upon iho nation. Without 
this his aituation ia poworlces. I do not 
doubt the good scnso and justice of Franco, 
bub tbo public opinion baa been misled. 
Neither my twenty yeara devotion to dome - 
oratio institutions nor my deep attachmcuD 
to the republic v.-aa euflioient to convince all 
republicans of tho sincerity and ardor of my 
political failh, nor to disabuso my adver- 
saries, who believe or affdct to believe that 
I will make myaelf an instrument of their 
passiona and their hopes. During .the past 
six months a oaoipatgn haa been conducted 
of defamation and insults againab the army, 
the magiatraoy (here a Sooialisb shouted, 
** and rightly !"), parliament acd an irre- 
sponsible chief of state. This liberty 
of fomenting social hatred con- 
tinues to be called liberty of thought. 
Tho respect'and ambition I have for tho coun- 
try will not permit mo to allow certain men 
every day to insult tho beat aervunis of tho 
fatherland (at thia point tho reading was 
interrupted by loud hioaea among the eo- 
ciuliub dcputief), and tho man who ropro- 
Bonta Franco in tho oyoa of ihn foreign na- 
tions. I cannot reaiga myaolf to compiro 
tho weight of moral reaponsibility reating 
upon ino Vv-ith tho in,potenoo to which I am 
condrinnod. I'orhapa 1 ahall bo understood 
if I uilirm that conati'utional fictions cannot 
ailonuo the demundaof political conaoionco. 
Perbapa by abandoning my functions I shall 
loavo the duty to thoae who are still 
pro-occupied with the dignity of tho oflioo 
and who have a care for tho good nomo of 
France before tho world. Unchangingly 
faithful to myaolf, I remain convinced that 
roforms can bo carried out with the aotive 
concurrenco of a government which 
is resolved to assure respect for the laws 
and determined to ensure the obedience of 
their anbordinates and group them all in 
common action for tbe common aim. 1 have 
faith despite tbe sadnoaa of the presenti- 
ment in the future progress of Franco and in 
tbe future of social justice. I lay on the 
table of the Senate and tbe Chamber of 
Deputies my rcaignation of the funotiona. 

(Signed) CAsiMin-PERiER."

GENEBAL BOOTH'S SCHEME- 

It Is Desperately In Need of an Over-Sea Col 
ony as an Outlet for Its Work. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 16.— (Special)— General 
Booth, ohief of the Salvation Arnii^,' urh^d 
here to-day and addreaaed ' a ' mammoth 
meeting In Grace church to-night. While 
here the General is the gueab of Mr. B. J, 
Whitla, one of WInnipeg'a prominent mer- 
chants. In an ihle'rvleiv the General aaid 
he was greatly pteued with hia trip through 
the West. 

■< In what shape la your oolonlzation 
scheme at present, so far aa Canada la ooh- 
oerned 7 " was asked, 

" lb is in the air. That is, nothing has 
boon as yeb decided, and parb of my work 
on this trip is to see what the Canadian 
provinces liavo to offer in the way of land 
that would be suitable for the colony which 
ib ia proposed to found. In British Colum- 
bia I had an interview with tho miniatora, 
who wore anxious to do what they could, 
but thoy were not sure they had land suit- 
able for tbo purpose." 

" Is your Boheme in England in present 
need of a colony ? " was asked. 

"Desperately in need," waa the reply. 
" On the one hand It is needed to complete 
tho soheme, and doubtleoa many people are 
withholding their support until thoy eeo it 
in its entirety. Then again, I am liko a man 
in a blind street. After men come and work 
faithfully and bard for eighteen aootha or 
two years, we have no place to which to 
send them oat to begin for tbemaelves. For 
this reason, too, we have not been able to do 
much with the married men. We want an 
over-sea colony as an outlet to our work," 



TOBONTO TOPICS. 

Temperance Men Disappointed Ovor rrohlbi- 
tlon Appeal— Additional Fire Pro- 
tection Appliances. 

Toronto, Jan. 10.— (Special)— Temper- 
ance men here are disappointed over the 
judgment of the sapreme oonrt on the pro- 
hibition question. Some favor the govern- 
monb carrying tbe appeal to the Privy 
Council. It is scarcely likely the govern- 
ment will do that, as the opinion of the 
higbeat legal authorities here is that tho 
province bus not a right to enforce prohibi- 
tion. There may, however, be an appeal if 
tho temperance people bring sufficient in- 
fiuence to bear on the government. 

At a special meetiog of the council it was 
decided to purchase additional fire engines 
in order to prevent the proposed increase in 
insurance rates. 

A canvass for tbe newcity directory shows 
the addition of 1,500 names to the city's 
population compared with last year's 
" ;nrcs. 

It is likely that W. F. Maclean, M.P., 
will have at the next Dominion elections in 
East York the noted criminal lawyer, B. B. 
Osier, as an opponent.

Railway Co. waa held to-day. The finanoial 
statement preaented ahowa a net profit for 
the year of $250,695, repreaenting an earn, 
ing power of four per cent, on the com- 
pany 'a capital of $6,000,000. The grosa 
earninga during the year were f 958,370.

Taken Suddenly Sick He falnta Away at a 
Political Keetlng: in GHasgow. 

Glasgow, Jan. 16.— While the Duke of 
Argyle waa addreaaiog a political meeting 
in this city last evening ho auddenly became 
palo, his voice sank to a whiaper, and he 
reeled and fell inaooeiblo into the arms of 
Lord Kelvin. Tho audience became greatly 
excited. The Duke shortly re-opened bis 
eyes, gozed vacantly around and slowly re- 
covering oonsciousneaa aaked friends to tele- 
graph for his son, the Marquis of Lome, 
His daughter. Lady Frances, was present. 
The physicians agreed that the Duke's con- 
dition waa oritical,- and decided to remain 
with him during the night. At midnight 
Dr. Anderson said that the Duke had suf- 
fered an attack of syncope, but there had 
been no return of the faintness. The doc- 
tors experienced groat difficulty in reatoring 
the patient's tompcraturo.

VICTORIA'S NEW POST OFFICE. 

Mr. Toms, the Contractor, Has Arrived and 
Win Start AVork as Soon as Possible. 

In a short time the construction of the 
splendid new post ofiUce building and custom 
house to be erected by tbo Dominion gov- 
ernment in Victoria will be commenced. 
Mr. Fred. Tome, the contractor for tho 
work, and Mr. G. J. Wilson, bis foreman, 
have arrived from Ottawa, and steps will 
be taken to proceed as soon as possible with 
the contract. 

Mr. Toms said yeaterday that by another 
month he expected to have men at work 
putting in tbo foundations. It would take 
him a short time to got bis preliminary 
preparations arrangeed , as he would 
among other things have to visit the various 
quarries to pick out tbe bosb material for tho 
granite foundations and sandstone super- 
structure. Then there are the many 
other necessary preliminaries to arrange for 
the carrying out of such a large uontrecb. 
Mr. Toms has been contractor for many big 
undertakings from one ond of Canada to the 
other, and has just completed a large public 
building in Nova Scotia. He will remain 
here probably till May, and Mr. Wilson 
will stay in Victoria superintending the 
construction of the new building until its 
completion, which Mr. Toms expects will 
be in about two yeara. If it were in the 
Eut he wonld calculate on two yeara and a 
half, but the mild winters on tho Coaat 
allow building operationa in montha when 
they could not be carried on in. the Eaat. 
Naturally on a work for whioh the oontrabt 
price is slightly undef $200,000 there will 
be employment for a good many men, and 
Yiotorlana may well feel pleased to aoe (he 
inauguration of a publio building that will 
when completed be a pride and ornament to 
the city. 

Mr, Wilson is no stranger to Victoria. 
He was in British Columbia a number of 
years ago and was engaged in carrying out 
contraota in oonneotion with the building of 
the G.F.B. in thia piovlnoe. 

JOHN TBAGUE FOR MAYOB- 

To TB8 Editob :— In the Colonist of 
Saturday, Jannary 6, 1894, waa an editorial

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aLOUGH CEEEK MINE. 

Ttae Work of Sinking: Shafts and Baa- 
aiag Tannels to Be visoronBly 

Pashed. 



A Harvest of Golden Wealth the Goal 
Desired -Machinery and Sap- 
plies Forwarded. 



Xhe Slongh Creek Mining Company, wbosD 
worka are aitnated on Slough Cceok, about 
four mtles from Stanley on the Cariboo 
waf;on rond, and ten miles from Biirkerville, 
were the first to attempt deep mining on 
thia stream. Ihoy have a lease of three 
miles, exteadlng from Burns' Greek down 
stream and inalading the mouths of Devil's 
Canon, Coulter Crook and Nelson Creek, all 
of which have paid handsomely in the old 
days, while the banohoa of Slouch Creek 
have been mined for many years down to 
the present, lb has always been held by 
the minors of Cariboo that the bod of Slongh 
Creek contained an abnndanoe of gold, but 
the depth to be attained was always 
a bar against an attempt to reach 
the golden wealth contained therein, 
Recent years have brought many innova- 
tions in iriiuing prooeeses, and among these 
was the iDtroduotion of well-boring 
machinery for the proapooting ot deep 
ground. By this simple and oonipiratively 
inexpensive method it ia poseiblo to discover 
the character of the ground through which 
a shaft has to bo sunk, the depth to bod 
rock, and also to determine whochor gold ie 
to be found on the way down or at the bot 
torn. It was in 1893 that a boring maohino 
was placed at the mouth of Nelson Creek, 
and several holes sunk. The character of 
the ground was learned, and many colors 
oecured on the way down and when bed- 
rook was roaobed. The channel of Slough 
Creek was found to be 245 feet 
from the surface to bedrock. Good colors 
were found in the surface gravel, in the 
clay and in the underlying gravel. It was 
also ehown that a shelving benoh of shallow 
bedrock extended from the bank at the 
mouth of Nelson Creek over four hundred 
feet, of a depih of from 40 to 45 feet, and 
that this ended in a sudden descent to the 
bottom of Slough Creek, which as before 
stated, is reached at 245 feet from the lur 
face. 

Having determined tLese faots, the com 
|)any at once began the work of sinking a 
shaft. A shaft house was bnilt and the 
work prooeeded. Ihe surfaoe water proved 
to Ite neater than sntioipsted. and to over- 
come this » toanel drain was mn io 2,150 
feet from down stream to the month of the 
shaft. Before this wa« completed the 
oompao; let s oontrsot to a ayndioate 
to sink the shaft to bedrock, it taking as 
pay therefor paid-np stock as the work pro- 
oeeded. This company placed in two thirty 
horse power boilers, a pump with a dis- 
charge of 250 gallons to the minute, and a 
hoisting plant of one ton oapaolty. The 
shaft was then sunk to a depth of 63 feeb, 
when it was proved that greater pumping 
power was needed. This was some three 
months ago. The oontractors then deter- 
mined to add to the capacity uf the pumps 
so that it would be poesible to handle any 
water that might be encountered. They 
had first to determine the make of pump 
most suitable for the purpose, and after 
correspondence with various mining pump 
manafacturers finally prepared a special de- 
sign of pump, four of which have now been 
bnilt by Moran Bros., of Seattle. This firm 
had placed in a plant to build the immense 
pamps for the Port Orchard dry dock, and 
were in good shape to handle the work. 
DeUy, however. In the production of the 
mining pumps was caused by the firm hav- 
ing the dry dook pumps In hand ; but a 
abort time since they and the necessary 
gearing, etc., for working them were com- 
pleted and started on their way to Slough 
Creek. 

The pumps are of special design and were 
bnilt under the personal supervision of the 
chief contractor. They are so made that 
they can be raised and lowered in the shaft, 
or attached to the sides as required. Two 
pumps are joined together, with an eight 
inch suction and six inch discharge, placed 
between the two ; bntvthey can be worked 
independently. Xhe maohine is held in sus- 
pension by steel cables attached to hooks on 
the top, but it can be made stationary to the 
side of the shaft with steel clamps attached 
to the aide. These two twin pnmps have a 
combined capacity of one thousand gallons 
per minute, and with the pump now 
in place the mine will possess & pump 
Ing plant of 1,250 gallons per 
minute. This is more than sufficient 
to take care of any water that may be met 
with. The contractors were determined, 
however, to place theLnsolves in a position 
to meet any emergency, so that any further 
delay in driving towards bod rock would 
not occur. Arrangements have been mode 
with the tounderg bo that duplicates of any 
parts which might become broken can be 
ordered by wire. Supplies for the camp of 
twenty-five men for six months have also 
been purchased and have been forwarded 
with the machinery. All thia is now at 
Ashoroft awaiting transfer by team to the 
works on Slough creek, and amounts alto- 
gether to nvor liwonty tons in weight. Con- 
tracts have been let for the freighting, and 
as the roads are now in good condition for 
sleighing and will bo kept open this work 
will be promptly carried out. 

The intention of the contractors Is to at 
once pub on two ten-hour shifts, so that the 
work of sinking and running a tannel will 
proceed night and day. For the past couple 
of months a nnmber of men have been en- 
gaged in cutting fuel and sawing lagging 
for timbBring the shaft and tannels, the 
company having their own sawmill for thia 
parpose, so that in reality work haa nob 
been stopped at the mine at any time dur- 
ing the past year. The present drain tun- 
nel is to be extended from a point three 
hundred feet below the shaft for a diatanco 
of four hundred foot across Slough oreek to 
the rim rock at) the mouth of Nelson oreek. 
The boring machine proved that this benoh 
of shallow bed rock extended over four hun- 
dred feet from the month of Nelson creak 
to where the channel of Slough creek 
suddenly dips to tho 245-ieet depth. 
The gravel between tho surface and 
the shallow bod-rock has been proved by 
prospecting to contain a large amount of 
gold. A shaft will be sunk from tho surfauu 
at a point where the drain extension atrikci 
the rim-rock, and bo continued to tho old 
channel if necessary. 

The Slough Creek Co. have been praotlokl 
and enorgetio in iheir operations. They are 
determined that bod-rock on this hitherto 
virgin mining ground shall bo reached and 
its store of golden wealth brought to tho 
light of day to gladden the hearts of its pro- 
moters and shareholders. The fact that It 
contains the golden wash of many hills 
and that tho creeks emptying into 
it have yielded rich returns has 
always caused the Cariboo miner to 
prediot.a barveat of gold when its depths 
bad been worked. Mining, engineers and 
geologists who have visited and examined I 



the ground have always coincided in this 
opinion with the practical miner. When 
the machinery which Is now [on ita way ia 
hard at work it will not be many montha be 
fore tho truth of the matter will bo known. 
All who know the ground expect that even 
the most extravagant predictions will be 
verified. For the sake of old Cariboo and 
the enterprising men who have Invested 
their money and energy in pushing the pro- 
ject ahead, it is to be hoped that their 
moat sanguine expectations will be more 
than realized, '

Ho broke down for 
the firat time sinoo bis trial and wept bib 
terly. 

An undertaker's assistant yesterday took 
the body of Ashford, who murdered his wife 
and child on December 22, to the oemetery 
and buried it. No one was present, 

Fred, Glover of the Colombian reoeived 
the sad news yesterday of the death of his 
father at Winnipeg. 

DuNOAN, Jan. 15 — The municipal eleo 
tlons for North Cowlohan took place at tbe 
agricultural hall yesterday. The following 
were tho results : Reeve, S. Horace Davie, 
re-eleoted ; Chemainus ward, Frank Lloyd, 
re-elected ; Somenoa ward, John N. Evans, 
re-elected ; Cowlohan and ;Comlaken ward, 
Thomas A. Wood, re-eleoted. A contest 
win be held in Quamichan, for which ward 
ex-Conncillor W, C. Duncan and Mr, 
Angus MoKlnnon have been nominated, 

The.receni heavy freshet caused consider- 
able stir here, and tbe dams and protection 
works near the railway bridge were tbe 
centre of attraction for sightseers until yes 
terday when, when after a steady fall of the 
water during the previous night, all danger 
for the time being was over. Happily no 
serious damsgs waa done, the efforts of the 
workmen on Saturday and Sunday laab in 
patching and repairing email breaches in the 
dam oonstrnoted last year by tbe Provincial 
government having anccestfnlly averted the 
threatened danger. 



THE WHITE HORSE FIBE- 

Opening of the Investleatlon Into its Cause 
and Attendant Clrcamitanees, 

An hsvestigstion Into the origin of two 
fires which occurred recently at the White 
Horse saloon was held at 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. Magistrate Macrae and a 
jury consisting of Messrs, Pendray, Flewln, 
King, Weller and Lettlce heard the evi- 
dence. Mr. F, B. Gregory appeared for 
Mr. Rollins, proprietor of the White Horse 
hotel. Mr. H. Murray, olork in tho cfiioe 
of the B.C. Land and Investment Company, 
testified that the contents oT the building 
were insured for $1,600. After the first fire 
ho inspected the building and was of opinion 
that tho work of extinguiahicg tho blaze 
was complete. 

J. Hurst testified that ho appraised the 
loss and oonsldered the damage to tho 
building to bo not more than $750; on furni 
ture, $700; on fixtures, 8110; on piano, $18 
The stock of liquors and cigars bad been re 
moved. No loss ooourred to them from fire 
and water. He therefore did not appraise 
tbe loss on tbe stock, 

J. Oxley testified that he dropped a lamp 
on tho stove while looking for tbe first fire. 
The proprietor of the building stated that 
tbe family were at sapper in the card room 
when a passer-by called out that the house 
was on fire ; he ran upstairs and then started 
for the nearsat box to alarm tbe firemen. 
After the fire witneas visited the room and 
noticed a broken lamp behind the door. He 
was present when Chief Doasy look another 
lamp from under the bed ; went upstairs be 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock when the Chief re- 
tnmed to examine the premises. He had 
closed the saloon about 10:45 and slept on a 
lounge until awakened at 3 o'clock next 
morning. The firemen were twenty minutes 
responding to the second alarm and the fire 
was put out shortly after they orrlved. The 
piano was on the ground floor and remained 
in a room throughout the fire ; did not tell 
tho firemen about tho piano. When Chief 
Dotisy arrived at tho second fire he said to 
witness: "She's going this time," or 
" You've dona It this time," or somothlog of 
tbe kind. 

At 5:30 o'clock the investigation waa posb- 
poDod until 10 o'clock this morning, when 
Dvldocoe will be heard in the city council

Opinions of French, English and Ger- 
man Press-Who Will i3e 
President? 



Paris, Jan. IG — Proaldenb Perier iu hit 
meaeage to the lenate and oh^mber of da- 
pabiea announolog hic reBlgnation, oompIaiDB 
that dnrioit the paati six months a oampaigu 
of defatoatlon and insalb againab aute ingti- 
tatlona hae been conducted. He eays that 
rcapeab and ambition for the country will 
not permit him to allow certain men every 
day to inanlc the beat aervanti of the father- 
land. Daring the reading of the oommnni. 
oation the Sooiallata at certain paggagea 
klmott created pandemonium, and ab the 
oonelnaton of the reading only a few " vive 
la Bepabllqae ". were heardi 

The mbiistry meb at 10 o'olook thia morn- 
ing to diaoass the aitnation created by the 
reaigoation of Preaident Caaimir-Perior. 
Thu Sooialiat deputiea met this afternoon to 
decide what action to talce in the eleobion of 
the President's sucoeaBor. The newapaporg 
strongly condemn the resignation of tho 
president. After rending tho message of the 
Presidenb the chamber udjaurnod, As tho 
mombare dispersed tho fjouialiata raited an 
uproar, shouting "Vivo Revolution ijoaialo," 
whereupon tho other parties retorted, ouch 
with his own war cry. 

Great exolteniont previils throuRhoub tho 
city on accounb of tho political crisis. All 
the groups of the chamber of deputies huvo 
diecuasod tho situation today, but no 
definite plan rogurdiiig the cleotiou of a sue- 
ceasor to Perier bus buen udopced. It is bo 
lieved that if the (^ovornmenb supporters 
fail to geb the oonsoDt of Perior to accept 
re-eUcuion Dupuy will be their candidate, 
Tho national convention for tho election 
of a president has been convoked for Thurs- 
day next. The convention oomprisea the 
members of the aonate and chamber of 
deputies, lb will nieeb in the palaeo of 
Varaaillea Tbe membera of the cabinet 
had a conference with M. Perier to-day, at 
which the miniatera gave him the asauranoo 
of their personal aympatby, Later ths 
miniatera held a conference for the purpose 
of diauuaaing the situation, 

Tho chief candidate for the Presidency 
will be Henry Brioson, The National Aa- 
aembly may deaire to re-eleob M. Uaatmlr- 
Perier, bnb he will probably refuse to come 
forward, M. Waldcck Kouaseau is also 
mentioned, bat he was an important mem- 
ber of tho Cabinet of 1883. M, Dupuy 
wished M, Cballemel-Laconr to stand, bub 
the latter dislikea tho idea; Pnbiio order 
doea not aeem to be threatened. There ia 
nqthing' abaolately dangeroua in the litua- 
tion, bnb France needa qntet. 

The sociullat deputiea in a manifesto say: 
"Caaimir Periea goea never to return. He 
la vanquished by aociallam. Ue departs iu 
order to avoid a battle with the reaotiunlsts. 
Hia weakneaa of oharaoter haa overthrown 
him. He waa killed by the corruption of 
tbe regime of which he was the head aud 
defeated by the intrigues of the president of 
his own council. lb la in diahonor suoh as 
hia flight that the oapitaliatio aooioty will 
perlah. 

Sbooka opened weak on the realgnation of 
the Presidenb of Frinoe, International 
Btooks aud EDC[lIah conaola and French 
rcntei have declined, 

Le Journal dee Debate aaya : " It re- 
mains bo be aeen whether the act will be 
justified." 

La Oaulois charges the Presidenb with 
deeertlon. 

La Figaro aays : " If the President por- 
aista in bia reaolutlon Europe will judge him 
aa severely as France does." 

London, Jan, 16 —The Pall Mall Gazette 
says : " France ia now In the tbroea of the 
moat menacing orlaia ainoe the downfall of 
the second empire. The republic has proved 
aterile, Franco would prefer efifdOtlve au- 
tocracy, but whero ia the pretender ? The 
Napoleona are invlaible; the Count de Paris 
is dejid and tbe Due d' Orleans ii deplorably 
indtacreeb," 

The Duo d' Orleans, chief of the French 
pretenders, lefc London with hia suite to- 
day for Dover, where he will hold himself In 
readioesa to start) for France in case political 
developmentB favor hia cauae, 

BSBUN, Jan. 16. —The Emperor Wlllium 
waa Informed early thia morning of the 
FroBch Preaident'a reaiffnation. He took 
hie coffee rather haatily and then drove 
alone from tbe old caatle to the French cm- 
baaay, where be had a long interview niih 
M. Herhett. Heexpreaaed hia high opinion 
of the President and hia regret that tho aud- 
don change bad been deemed expedient.

THE STUDY OF IVIUSIC. 



Shall Children He Made to Stndy Mnslo, 
THlrnt or No Talent? 

Iu tho mnttov of music children may 
bo divided iuto throe classes — thoso who 
havo ability oiid industry conibinod, 
thoso who have ability without Indus trj', 
and those who have no native ability 
whatever. It is with tho last two that 
tlio problem baa to do. For the children 
of gift and energy u smooth path is 
clearly marked out. 

Sonio of tlio mcsfc rarely giftorl chil- 
drou arc dotormiuedly lazy in early 
youth. Suoh muaioal natures are a ri;- 
spcusibility too often lot go to shipwrock 
bocnuso of want of proper insistonco tliat 
thoy sliall work. Parents make up their 
minds it is uo use to drive thorn; that 
despite all their oar and taste they oan 
never be made to do anything. Efforts 
on their behalf arc relaxed just at tho 
very point when a little strength of 
authority might have secured a proper 
dovolopmont of thn cliild's powers. It ifl 
an absurd decision that all ohildrou des- 
tined to become anything in a musical 
way will have tho natural disposition to 
work. More than half probablj' will not, 
aud one of tho most iiiisorablo of art 
cruelties is perpetrated in overlooking 
their musical possibilities simply be- 
oanse they are idle. Snoh children 
should have their path imperatively 
chalked out for them, and it should bo 
seen that they walk it. If thoy show 
on aptitiude for any particular Instm- 
ment, tbey should be made to praotioe 
it, not to n strict degree at first, bnt by 
steady stages until it ceases to bo a la- 
bor. To impo.sQ on their little ardout 
uatures too severe a technical ground all 
at once is perhaps as disastrous a.s utter 
neglect would be. They must bo care- 
fully handled systematically. Let a child 
who has the capacity to work up be- 
tween lessons three etudes, but hates and 
dreads to do it, bu given one instead. 

There now come tho children who aro 
apparently without any talent, who 
oan hardly detect the dififereooo between 
one tone and another. One of two things 
is usually done with these — either, hav- 
ing uo talent, they aro put under a 
pressure of study to constrain them to 
develop one, or after brief trial thoy are 
given up na entirely hopoles.s. Tho best 
method of dealing with these children 
is seldom resorted to and lies midway 
between. Away far down iu tho most 
tuneles.<» child's nature there may lie a 
germ of musio nnstispeoted by every- 
body else and undiscoverable to the 
child himself perhaps until ho has long 
passed the ago of study. This little 
germ can bo killed outright in early 
youth, aud when it is killed it is usual- 
ly the piano that does it. If all chil- 
dren, talent or no talent, were instruct- 
ed in early youth in tho theory of musio, 
v.'cro grounded in the figures of nota- 
tion just as they aro iu tho figures of 
.arithmetic, at whatever period of life 
this little germ disclasod itself, they 
would bo able to oneourage it by their 
toclmical knowledge, instead of feeling 
tliat it is too late, aiul altogether u.'^e- 
less, because tlioy are theoretically ig- 
uorant of music. 

There haa rarely been a child born to 
whom an* education in rhythm and tho 
effort of the-mind to conquer musical 
mathematics have not proved of imme- 
diato help oven in other branchoH. All 
children should recoivo at lea.st this. If 
productive of no presout results in tliu 
ileld of musio itself, innumerable cases 
of precedence go to show that thero is 
no po.ssibln foretelling when it may be- 
come productive. Many a taste has been 
known to blossom in yoiuig people after 
hearing a number of operas and con- 
certs, and the ear has nne-xpoctcdly been 
opened to tho li(«uity in variety of tone. 
Take tho child of no talent, teacli it 
theory if only as a good mental exer- 
cise, aud teach it rhythm if only as an 
aid to harmony in poise and movement, 
thou lot tho (i.'u- ( :jnio if it will, thero 
will bo method, of use also in other di- 
rections, ready to support it. Under no 
circumstances can it bo well to neglect 
this thoorotio musical education, which 
never taxes tho patience as does a nse- 
lcs.s aud monotonous practice, and which 
will pfbparo tho child, should musical 
envirinfnont develop talent later, to 
utilize it from tho first. Tho abovo 
voices tho opinions of some of tho best 
mnsloal authorities as reported iu Har- 
per's Bazar.

TEE BOWLERS. 

Should wo nob sympathise rather than 
condemn the howlera at public meetinga 
Are they not much more anfortunate than 
blameworthy ? As a rule they know little 
or nothing about the aabjeota under dlaons- 
■ion. They have no oapaoity for speaking, or, 
lideed, capacity of any kind, oonsequently 
they cannot make themselves heard in what 
is generally considorod a legitimate way. A 
public meeting gives them tbe opportunity 
of diatingniahing themtelvea for which they 
long. A certain iatitade ia allowed the 
audience at a pnblio meeting. It has be 
oome the fashion to express approval or dla 
Bent in a rathur more demonstrative manner 
than in church or the lecture room. Ha 
aides, if a number of the audience at politi 
oal meetings chooaea to be boiatorona and 
olamorous, it ia nob generally considered 
expedient to call in the police either to 
■ilence the noisy persons or to turn them 
out. The howlers, therefore, at such meet- 
ings know they can make their hideous 
noises with a certain degree of impunity 
Well, when they take advantage of the 
license allowed them by cnstom, 
should the quiet and IntelligeDt 
memberi of the community be 
too hard on them ? Nine out of ton of them 
can do nothing batter or more intelligible 
than bowl. That is their one talent. 
Should they nob be permittetl to nee it 00 
oaaionally? The howlera are nob used to 
thinking, but it requires no power of thoacbt 
to ahonb and to abamp. 

As ft rulo the very demonstrative roembcra 
of tbe audience are not by any moans woU 
informed on matters that intureab thought 
ful and iotelligont man, but a 
man does not require to be eithor 
a thinker or a reader to be able 
hoot down a speaker he does nob like and to 
olap noiaily and to ohoor vooiforously the 
speakers who are on his aide. The howler, 
as a rule, does not thirst for information 
Why should ho ? He knowa all ho wanta to 
know, and the men who undertake to inform 
and inatrnob him he looka upon aa borea to 
be oried down aa soon aa he geta tired of 
them, which is very soon. He can make 
more noise and a greater variety of noises 
in a given time than the wiseat and boat 
informed man in tho city. What more docs 
ho want ? He goes to a public meeting to 
be amused, to have his vanity tickled, and 
to take a share in tho proceedings. Why 
should he not have hia fun ? Why ahould 
ho not make tho raftora ring with oheera for 
the spoakora who make it their buetnesa to 
please him and who bid high for his appro 
bation, and why should he nob raise an 
' nproar when hia favoritea are contradiobed 
and exposed, Hia fa a short and easy 
method of proving statements and of rofut 
log argnnienta, and why ehouid not ho aa 
well as anotbor, uao It when ho haa the 
obanoe '.' There la no roasoning againeb a 
oheer and howling puts an end to diaouo 
■ion. 

The howlera have found that noise is effeo 
tive. Thny can easily create tho impression 
that they are ten timoaoa numorouE aa they 
are. A ecoro or two of tho moat ignorant 
and tho most brainloaa men in town oan 
make tho uninitiated believe that they 
nnmbec bundreda, luid they can by their 
interropMona diaoonoertall bnb the moat ex- 
perienoed and the moat oonfidenb apeakert. 



COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

The question of compulsory arbitration in 
labor disputes baa ooauplod the abtootian of 
thinking men in many parts of the world. 
We are nob anrprised that tbe deoision at 
which they have arrived ia that compulsory 
arbitration Is tmposaiblo, or, rather, imprac- 
ticablo. To us it seems a contradiction in 
terms. It has always appeared to us that 
arbitration, from its very nature, must be 
entered into voluntarily by tbe parties to ib. 
If they, after having volnntarily aubmitted 
the matter in dispute to arbitration, agree 
to be bound by the deoialon of tho arbitra- 
tors, it ia only reaacnable and right that 
they both should be compelled to carry 
out tho award in good faith. We find ib 
impossible to diatinguish an arbitration so- 
called in which one or both the parties ia 
compelled to enter from an ordinary law- 
suit. For what after all is a lawsuit but 
an arbitration to whioh one of the anitora ia 
oompoll-.d to be a party and in whioh both 
parties are compelled to abide by the deoi- 
alon of the arbitrator, who in this case is 
oalled " the court " or a " judge"? 

We find the following paragraph on this 
question of compulsory arbitration in tbe 
very clear ond conoiae report of Mr. Alei.B. 
Gray, chairman of the commission of Labor 
Enquiry, Board of Conciliation and Arbitra- 
tion: 

While compulaory arbitration with en- 
forced awards has been advanced by some aa 
the solution of tho problom, yet tho oonsen- 
BUB of opinion, a? gathered by the Commia- 
lion of Erquiry, and from the best friends of 
labor, shows that compulsory arbitration in 
ita entirety ia nob practicable, and for 
reaaona easily recogniz.blo. 

An employer of labor could nob be 00m- 
pelled to continue hia works at financial loss, 
as such continuance would inevitably in 
time, more or less extended, lead to bank- 
ruptcy ; and on the other hand, the work- 
man could not bo compelled to give hia 
labor against his wishes, and it would be 
preposterous to attempt to punish him by 
fine or otherwise for resenting any interfer- 
ence with hie personal liberty. 

Mr. Gray, while ho considers compulsory 
arbitration " nob prsotioable," very modest- 
ly •asgeata that it may perhaps be deened 
advisable that the Legislature should oarry 
cub into effect the very general suggestions 
made to the CommlBBlon, and enact legisla- 
tion in the direction ot ensuring a compul- 
aory bringing together for eliciting evidence, 
with the view of eottlemenb of dispute, 
either by amicable arrangement or tliroagh 
force of public opinion. 

We are afraid that the very small degree 
of oompulalon which ia anggeated here would 
not be deemed aatiaiaotory by either party, 
and it seems to us that an award which 
could not be enforced would not be very 
highly prizad by either employers or em- 
ployes. The experiment may have a chance 
of auooeeding, and may be worth trying. 

This matter of Conolllation and Arbitra- 
tion has oooupied the attention of the Legis- 
lature of Now South Wales. A Court of 
Conciliation had been establlehed by Act of 
Parliament in the colony, bub it does nob 
appear to have worked at all suocessfuUy, 
for we see that the Leader of the Oovernraenb 
oonaonted to atriking out of the Bstimatea 
the item to provide for expensea of the 
Counoll. This is what the Sydney Herald 
said about tho subject : 

The Ataembly last night decided to strike 
out the vote providing for the expensea of 
the Uounoil o! Conciliation and Arbitration, 
a deoision wfaiob possibly brings that ex- 
periment to an end, at any rate for an 
indefinite time. The Premier, in speak- 
ing on the Item, admitted that it 
ahould be ntruck out unless something 
could bo done to make tho court 
und ita prooeduro a reality. Whether any- 
thing could bo done to clfecb this reault ia 
very doubtful. Even tlio attempt would 
neoosaitato a meaauro of iutorforenco at the 
hands of tho State in tho private ufl^ira of 
individuala whioh Englishmen are reluctant 
to aucept. That, if thia were aubmitted to, 
anything could really bo done to compel the 
employer or tho employe to accept an ad- 
verao award ia a proposition in tho liighoat 
degree questionable. Hitherto no ono haa 
been able to submit a proposal for muking 
compulsory tho deciuiona of tho council 
whioh has eecurod any moaauro of favor or 
bolief. At any rule, no euoh propobal ia at 
tho prcBont time before tho country. Under 
those oir ;umatancea tho House aeomod to 
think that it bad no option but to strike out 
tho vote. If this means the end cf a well, 
intontionod experiment, many who agree 
with the deciaion will noverthelees regret 
that tho experiment never managed to 
got anything liko a fair trial before it was 
brought to a termination. 

The following summary of the proceed 
ings of the Asaembly throwa a little light on 
the subject ; 

In defence of the Cnart of Conciliation, 
Mr. McMillan urged that tbe Inatltution 
had been established by Aob of Parliamen'', 
and therefore, if it were desired to make 
any alteration in Its oonatitution, an amend- 
ing bill ehouid be pasbod. Sir George Dlbbs 
held that oimpulsory arbitrotion would bo 
an Impoasib^ltty, and several labor members 
had a good deal tn aiiy in opposition to tho 
vote. The whole uuhjuot of conciliation and 
arbitration, which ofTora a wide field for 
argument, waa gone over, and tho diecusoion 
waa continued until 9 o'clock, when tho 
Pre iTiior made a '-ob appeal to the labor ond 
to allow the board ond its oflicera to remain 
in exiatonco for a while, until tho Govern- 
ment measure of reform could bo paaacd. 
Tho appeal, however, waa in vain, for tho 
labor ond would have none of the Concilia- 
tion Board, and the aniondmont for tho 
roduotion of the Item by £1,000, which 
practically meant atriking ib oat altogether, 
was oarried against the Ministry by 45 
votes to .37. 

From this It appears that ibwastheie* 
prosontatives of Labor, for whoso benefib the 
Court bad been eatabllahed, who inaiited 
upon ita anppreaaion. ;Tbli ia not a little 
■urprialog. Xhe aubjeot ia a very diffloult 



one, and one wUli wbtcb' legialatlon, aa far 
as waikuow, hu foUed In any jMBoantry to 
deal aatttf Mtron f' I t'r I % V.:

Ib Is hard to Imagine a punlBhment more 
severe then that icfiiatod ou Captain Drey- 
fus, of the French Army. He was an 
ofiSoar of artillery attached to the General 
Staff of tlie War Office. He badaocess to 
very important dooumenta connected with 
the national defence. He was accused of 
stealing some of these doouments and of 
selling them to a foreigu power. This was 
as heinous a crime as a soldier and a gentle- 
man aould be aqouaed of committing. It 
was treachery of the blaoket and meanest 
kind. A few years ago the puniahment of 
such a crime was death. Bub the military 
code of Franco has been made milder of late 
years, and tlio punishment of the offence 
of whioh Captain Dreyfus was found 
guilty la now degradation and imprlson- 
menb. 

The miserable man has euffticod tUti 
ficBt part of his puniahment. Ho was taken 
into a large tquare on all aides of whioh a 
body of Bomo six thousand troops waa 
formed. His epaulettes and every sign of 
his rank were torn from hia uniform, and 
he was compelled to make the oiroult of the 
square guarded and pinioned. He kept on 
declarirg hia ionooonoo, but «heuovor he at. 
tempted to do so tho drums wore boaton to 
drown hia voice. Tho eufforings of tho man 
who was oompellod to go through this igno- 
niinioviB ordeal muab have been terrible, 
Very many men are ao oonatltnted that 
death would have been preferable. Tbe 
prisoner showed that he felt the disgrace moat 
keenly. 

Objaotiona havo boon raised to tho way in 
whioh Captain Dreyfus waa tried. Hia trial 
was a secret one. Thia ia contrary to the 
usage in France. Ordinarily conrta martial 
are in that country publio. Tho rule is that 
their proceedings are null and void unless 
conducted In public ; " but in caae publ'city 
is hold by the court to be danger- 
ous to ordei; or morality seoreoy oan 
be enjoined." The oonnael for the prieoaer 
protested againab hia being tried aeoretly 
but the judges remained firm. Tbey bad 
deoided that the public welfare required 
that bhe doors should bo closed while the 
trial was going on. The const quenoe ia tbab 
no one outside the oourt knowa whab the 
eridenoe waa on which he was conTlotad. 
Ib leaked oat that the charge reated on a 
single document and whab the contetats of 
that doonmenb were, 6bd who waa its author 
no one seems to know. It is believed that 
tho "foreign power" to whom C'optain 
Dreyfus sold tho papers waa Germany. 
Although the people of Paris did nob hear a 
single word of the evidence, tbey were unan- 
imona in condemning the aoonaed man. The 
only thing they complained of waa- the slack- 
neaa of the law that allowed the offsnder to 
live aftor he bad been found guilty.

NANAIMO'S POLICE COURT. 

Some of the Evidence Addnced Before 
the Royal CommisBlon of 
Inquiry Yesterday. 



Tlie Arrangremeut With the Mafirlstrat:e 
—Tbe Manner in Wbieli JasUce 
Was Dispensed. 



Nanaimo, Jan. IG —(Special)— The com- 
mission of Inquiry re Magiatrote Planta 
was re-opened to-day, Mr. E, V. Bodwell 
appeared on behalf of the provincial gov- 
ernment. Tho charge of waiving salary was 
first taken np, Gilbert McKinnel, o mem- 
ber of the otty ooaaoil In 1893, remembered 
the appointment of Mr, Planta and got tbe 
impression from Aid, Dobeson at that time 
that his salary would nob exceed tho amount 
collected in fines and fees, Mr. Planta had 
previously addressed the council before the 
regular meeting. Mr. Planta'a object In 
addressing this informal meeting was 
to speak on the motter of tbe 
appointment of a police mogistrate. 
Mr. Planta stated that ho would not draw 
on the city for the full amount of the salary, 
$1,000, if tho fees of the court did not 
amount to that sum. He had no wish to be 
a burden to tho city, and while ho (Mr. 
Planta) thought thot to uphold the dignity 
of the office tho salary should bo $1,000, if 
the city could not meet the full amount 
ho would not press them for it. City Clerk 
Gough was called with regard to the finance 
ooniinittee's report which ho drew up. He 
cjuld not give the exact dato of that docu- 
ment. He had told Mr. Planta that the 
city could not pay a big salary, and his 
reply waa that be did not intend to become 
a burden to the city, and to show this would 
write a letter stating bow ho felt. This 
letter he had Shown to Mr, Haslam, Wit- 
ness had oonaldered the letter a private one. 

Andrew Haslam, M. P., testified that he 
was Mayor of Nanaimo in tbe year 1893. 
His Impression waa that the salary was to 
be $1,000, the city not to be pressed for pay- 
ment of the amount unless tbe fees reached 
the required lom. He had that impression 
from conversationa with Mr. Planta before 
tho matter was voted on In the ooanoil. He 
thought it was at the informal meeting that 
be obtained tbia impreasioD. He was cer- 
tain that when tho council voted the amount 
they bad the impressloD that they would 
not be pressed for tho amount in caso they 
should bo short. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Gough 
showed by the cash books that in 1891 no 
fees bad been reoelved from the Mayor's 
court, and In 1892 $11 SO had been bol- 
looted. 

Coostablo Neil McLean testified that in 
July, 1892, he and D O. Hanloy had been 
arrested for fust driving over a bridge. 
Thoy had gone to Mr. Planta'a house aud 
were told that they wero fined live dollars 
each. Witness bad paid ten dollars and 
they came oway. 

Mr. Bodwell asked for a record of the 
conviction in this case. 

Mr. Plants replied that he was of opinion 
that there woa none, Thb Oftse was isolated 
and had been treated accordingly. Previous 
to 1893 no record had been kept of tbe 
Mayor's court oaaes, they were ao few in 
number. 

Alex. F. McKinnoui ez>ehlef of police, 
could not remember arresting R. Alger, and 

tho oase was laid over. 

Ex-chief of police T. O'Conncl was called 
to throw some light on the caso of A. Peters, 
cnnviotod uf selling liquor without a liccnso, 
Potors' was oondemnnd to pay $150 for o 
11 cense, $20 fine and $5 costs. He bad paid 
S11.50 and pnt ap a gold watch and chain 
lor tbe remainder, which he had not paid 
but had left the town. 

Mr. Planta explained that the entries in 
record had been ohaoged beoanse later on 
Peters had goto redootion in tbe fine to 
enable him to come back to the oonntry. 

Fred. Hermann said he waa up before 
Mr. Planta on a charge of Interfering with 
the police. He, J. Moeher and W. Meloher 
wore in the opera house one night making a 
disturbance. Cjnstable Brown came up 
and wonted to arrest Moeher, which he did, 
he and Moloher being charged next day 
with the same offence as Moeher. His com- 
panions settled tho case out of court. They 
o.ked O'Connell or Gibbs what thoy would 
have lo P'y. and were informed that it 
would be $15 apiece. Gibbs olso told them 
thoy would havo to pay aomothing extra for 
a parcel that was damaged. They had not 
paid acything on tho parcel damaged. 

Joseph Guinio told how ho had boon ar- 
rested for an aiaault on a woman who owed 
him a l)oard bill. She had left tomo jawelry 
with Mr. Planta as eeourity on his bill; he 
had not, had any money and could not got 
the jav/eU Mr. O'Connell had tho stuff in 
charge and would not give it up without 
orders from Mr. Planta and this ho could 
not got. 

Albert Pusoher with three others said 
thpy had been up before Mr. Planta in May, 
1891, for singing on the streets. Next day 
they went to see Mr. Planta and wero 
shown into a room. Mr. Planta, Gibbs and 
Chief O'Connell were in the room Mr 
Planta told them they had to pay $7 each 
and tbry paid It. There wat, no trial tbs.t 
he oonia see.

GOVERNMENT OP CITIES. 

To THE Editoii:— That municipal govern- 
ment has proved imperfect and more or less 
o failure in all Anglo-Saxon cities goes with- 
out sajin;;. As human nature in human 
nature, wo may expect the same failure and 
the same abasement of municipal govern- 
ment and men to happen in the cities of Brit- 
ish Colombia, where, Indeed, It already exists 
in proportion to the magnitude and riohes of 
tho place. Tlie defeat of mnnioipal govern 
moot is apparent in its executive function, 
Hon. Mr. Davie's bill is an effort to do awny 
with these admitted imperfections. Anyone 
would think that instead of senselessly giv- 
ing uncontrolled opposition to tbe measnre 
it woaid be far more to the purpose, were 
they to offer suggestions for its improvement 
and for remedying thu imperfections of mu- 
nicipal low. 

Many statesmen have endeavored and are 
trying to Gnd a remedy, thus far with but 
little success for obvious reasons to those 
who know anything about the abasement of 
municipal government. It used to bo gen- 
erally understood in this city that the 
mayor was and should bo tho chief executive 
officer of the corporation, having control and 
supervision over all tho executive cflioes 
and tho incumbents thereof, as also tho ap- 
pointment of eflicleut olficers. Further, 
with tho aid of those cllijient olGoers, lo 
propose and direct the exeoutivo works 
necessary to be porforined during the year, 
leaving to the aldermen the power of passing 
the necessary by-laws. 

It is quite apparont that tho mayor has 
by somo means or other lost his proper 
position and haa become a mere dummy, or 
chairniaa, leaving his executive function's to 
bo performed by several committees with 
most egregious blundering as regards public 
works. The municipal government of Vic- 
toria has already declared its incapacity by 
appointing commlasloners to oarry out and 
supervise its sewerage works, and It is ex 
ptcred that shortly tho waterworks and 
othor undertakings of the municipal gov- 
ernment will bo placed under commissionei s 
for similar reasons, lb will be seen, then, 
that tbe control of municipal works by com- 
siohers exists at tbe present time, and it is 
generally acknowledged with very beneficial 
results to the city. 

Mr. Davie's bill aims at extending this 
henefioiul form of eiceontivB government to 
any oity of British Columbia whicb may 
feel disposed to adopt it whenever oooasions 
may happen, and which are likely to hip- 
pen sooner or later as in other municipal- 
ities. Before this bill can bo put into force, 
in Victoria at all events, a f etitlon signed 
by at least fonr handred people must: be 
presented to the LieateDaot-Govornor in 
Council asking to pUoi Mr. Davie's act be- 
fore tho electors for adoption or rejection by 
tt mijoriiy. It is quite clear that before four 
hundred people in Victoria would sipn 
such a petition there must be something 
very radically wrong with the municipal 
council of Victoria. Iti is equally clear 
that the oit'zjns at tho election would 
vote yes or no as their withes or 
duty prompted them, so that it 
would rest entirely with themselves 
whether they adopted tho act or not. 

Further, ft is quite apparent from the 
tenor of tho act that the citizens of Viotoria, 
If after having aooepted the ao", thoy should 
find it unsuitttblo, oould return bick to the 
old municipal government by a liko vote ; 
therefore it it clear that tho act has no force 
or effect whatever until or unless the citi- 
zens of the municipality desire that it 
should be put in force by their own wish 
and action. 

It will be a good thing to havo Mr 
D.kvie'8 bill on the statute book ready to be 
used should the obisement of any municipal 
council necessitate its being put in force. In 
tbe main it is a remedial measure. As time 
goes on the act may be amended, or if any 
better remedy bo forthcoming tor the oor- 
roction or removal of the faults connected 
with municipal government the act can be 
repealed. 

In conolusion let it be remarked that in 
all parts of the world remedies for tho ex- 
isting evils in mnnioipal governments are 
being sought for by tbe best Inteileots of the 

land, so that it is likely sooner or later somo 
rome dy will bo found. Human nature is 
human nature all the world over, us this 
seeniB to bo tho great obstacle to tho ajlop- 
lion of any remedial moaeuros. X.

Tbare are a (;reat namber of minor 
amendments asked for in the forty-eight 
seotions of the bill. 

Mb. Hunter said, iu view of the freqaenb 
and volumiuous ameodmenta asked far by 
the cities working under separate charter, 
he ;thought the time has now come when 
the government ahould take the matter into 
ita own hands and pass an act to govern^all 
the cities, instead of permitting the leciiala- 
tion to go on in this hap hazard manner, 

Thb Speakeb said bis attention had been 
called by the Law Clerk to certain supposed 
irreKalaritiea in oonneotion with the intro- 
dnotion of this bill, and in order that he 
might be able to look into the matter be 
thought it ihonld stand over for an boar 
or sot 

Mb WitxiAua aooordingly moved the 
adjournment of the d :bate. Agreed to. 

NAKAIMO waterworks OOMFAMY. 

The hooBe again went into oommittea on 
the bill to amend the Nanaimo waterworks 
company's aot, with Mr. Bryden~ in tbe 
chair. Tbe amendment by Mr. Forster 
spaoifioally reserving the rights of the orown 
and the freedom of the legielatnra as to 
fntnre action, and the further amendment 
by Mr. S^rord thac these reservations apply 
only to the new privileges now to be grant- 
ed, were the matters wbioh first came under 
oonsidoratioo. These amendments having 
been modified at the instance of Hon. Mr. 
Pooley BO as simply to reserve whatever 
rights are possesaed by tbe crown, were 
adopted, and tho btU was reported complete 
with amendments. 

RED MOUNTAIN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Kellie resumed hia remarkt on tho 
adj lurned debate on tho second reading of 
the bill to amend the Bed Mountain railvf ay 
act. The information ho wished to set be- 
tore the house to ehow that it is qnito pos- 
sible to build a line in British Columbia 
territory he was informed has been doa- 
patohod, but it haa not yet arrived here. Ha 
wished to repeat what he aaid the other day, 
that the promoters of the bill, when before 
the railway committee, created the wrong 
impresaion that a line to serve the putposea 
of the ininea could not bo built altogether in 
British Columbia. In order that ho might 
be able to protluco hIa information to ihe 
contrary, he wished tho motion to stand un- 
til Monday next. 

Mr HlT.ME thoroforo moved tho adjourn- 
ment of thf debate, ondoraing tin remarks 
of his coll.. ,j7H(j from Kootenay. 

Mr linKKTS opposed further adjourn- 
ment, aa ho (ii dared that ten thousand tele- 
grams from Kootenay would not sifTijct Mr. 
Corbio so as to make him build the proposed 
railway directly at right angles to the way 
be thought iii should be built. The house 
roust remember that the question is simply 
whether or not the time for txaroisiog tbe 
aa horlty already conferred on the oompany 
shall be extended. 

Mr. Ekllie said tho point is that the 
bill passed tho railway committee in oonie- 
quenoe of a wrong impression created by 
tbe promoters, which he wished an oppor- 
tunity to correct). 

Hon. Col. Baker agreed with Mr. Kel- 
lie that if tho bill waa recommended to the 
house under a false impreanion the proper II- 
formation should now bo produced. 

Debate acootdingly adjourned until Mon- 
day next. 

NEW WESTMINSTER CITY. 

Mb Kennedy moved the aeoond reading 
of the bill to amend the act incorporating 
the city of Now VVeatmlnater. Its chief pro- 
viaioDB, ho aaid, aro to do away with the 
ward ayatem and to reduce tho qualiiioation 
for aldermon. Though It haa liaon petition- 
ed againat by 151 persons who aak that tho 
aoparato charter shall ha repealed ao that 
tho olty may come under tho general muni- 
cipal aol-, ho wished to point out that tho 
umondiiicDia wore prepared by tho old coun- 
cil and havo been supported by tho oounoll 
cloot. Aa to tho petition, ho found that 17 
of thoBo who signed it wero nob on the 
voters' list, and ho thought that such u pe- 
tition could not have very much weight. 

The .Speaker said thoro was tho aanie 
objection to thia bill aa to that of Vancou- 
ver city already referred to by him thia 
afternoon. This ia In roapoet to tho in- 
formality of tho notices, in which — contrary 
to tho rules of the house — tho objecta of the 
bill are not set lorth in detail. Ha would 
not rale it out of order, aa he bolieved that 
while tho bill was before the committee an 
honest effort had boou made to euro tho de- 
fects, but if It Is at any stage objected to by 
any member on a point of order be will have 
to inatain tbe objection. He thought it 
well to istote now that next session he will 
flttiotly enforoe tha rales of the house in 
xespeoli to the matter to whtoh he had called 



attention Ho would not now rule out of 
order the Vaucouvor bill, to which tho re- 
marks just made equally apply. 

Hon. Mr Davie thought the house 
ought to tnke Bomo actlnii with respect to 
tho petition againat the New Weatminater 
bill, so chat its request may be either 
granted or refused. He would not, how- 
ever, oppoae the aeoond reading, as chore 
are doubileaa many features of utility in tho 
bill 

Mr Kennedy aaid one gentleman whose 
name was on the petition againat the bill baa 
written to him to aay that it can bo taken 
off, as It waa put there under false preteooaf ; 
and two members of the present city couu 
oil whoso names wore also on tbe petition 
have ainoo moved and seconded a resolution 
in favor of the bill. A petition can begot 
up in favor of nnything, no matter how 
atisurd, 

Mr. Booth thought it nearly time that 
the bouse should draw the line and deolare 
that the general municipal aot mast come 
into force in all the citiea. 
Bill road a second time. 
The Vanoouver aoi amendment bill waa 
also read a second time. 

DILLS ADVANCED. 

Mr. EiiEBTs, in tho absence of Mr. Mc- 
Gregor, moved the second reading of the 
Nanaimo city waterworks bill. Agreed to.

The old ftrahioned patchwork onu 
never becomo entirely obsoleto •\vhilo 

thero aro in tho niujority of honseholds 
littlo fiiigpr.s just Iciiruiiig to hold tho 
needle or failing eyes that require sonio 
simple occupation or pastime. Tho ro- 
Bnlt of the hours pleasantly spent over 
tho bright colored fragments is ahvaya 
accoptublo to tho good honso mother, 
for theso pieced qnilts aro light, warm, 
dorable and easily cloiiiisod. 

Of late months everything whicli 
conld be recognized as old fashioned is 
the new fashion, and this is as truly 
tho case in needlework as in sleeves or 
furniture. The decree has gone forth 
that a ruvival of patchwork quilts is at 
band, and dainty fingers whoso owners 
have known only patches and patch- 
work from family description are busy 
placing tho blocks together in new and 
artistic patterns as well as in the real 
old time order. 

With an effort to aid prospective quilt- 
makers in avoiding tho rock of ugliness 
and tho whirlpool of intricacy a writer 
for Tho Ladies' Home Journal gives il- 
lustrated descriptions of a number of 
pleasing designs, among which are tho 




KED AND WHITE QUILT. 

following: A quilt of red and white is 
made of turkey red and white cotton. 
Tho center square is lOJ^ inches. Tho 

surrounding strip is 3 inches wide. It 
is perliaps tho most easily made and 
ofifectivo pattern that can bo given. The 
quilt is made oblong by adding a strip 
at top and bottom and can bo made 
larger or smaller by altering the size of 
tho conttT square. Great care must of 
course bo taken that all tho patches aro 
cut evenly and welL 

-A very simple and at the same time 
offoctivo pattern is one that has been 
known as tho album qnilt unfortunate- 
ly, which may prejudice some against 
tho neat little squares that look so pret- 
ty either in bine and white or pink and 
white. 

Having made the patchwork of the 

desired dimensions comes tho firishing 
of the qnilt. This is done by tacking 
two layers of wadding on tho inner side. 
Then make a lining of soft white cot- 
ton exactly the same size and baste it 
very carefully upon the wadded patch- 
work. Bo lavish with your basting 
thread, running it around tho edges di- 
agonally from corner to comer and 
acrosa again after tho fashion of tho 
union jack. Givo it eonio additional 
lines until the patchwork and lining 
are smoothly and firmly fastened to- 
gether and ready for the final process 
of quilting. 

Tho old fasliioiicd ([uilting bars, into 
which tho work is now ready to bo fas- 
tened, insnro the most perfect results. 
The lines that nra to be followed with 
a light running stitch are marked with 
colored chalk iu diamonds or squares 
of any angle or size proforrod. A quilt- 
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THE ALllUM Qfll.T. 

iiig boo is tho merriest and quickest w.iy 
of liiiishing the quilt after all these 
preliminary preparations have been 
made. If tho quilting bars and tho bee 
aro not attaiiialjle, tlio work may bo 
spread upon a bud, and witli a littlo ex- 
tra caro and trouble may bo quilted in 
that way. Tho worst way of all is to use 
tho sewing machine for tho purpose, 
and tho liest is to find soma skillful, old 
fa.shioiii'd sewing woman who will take 
your dainty, bright patchwork, line it, 
qnilt it in delicate, fine tracery and bind 
it for a modorato sum. A well made 
(luilt will last iu constant use for many 
years and can bo renovated by recover- 
ing when worn or faded. 

Baked StafTcd Hum. 

This is a recipe from Good House- 
keeping: Wash tho ham well, put In a 
pot of hot water and lot it boil three 
hour.s. When nearly cold, take off the 
skin, mako a rich diu.ssiiig of one loaf 
of baker's broad, a largo onions chopped 
fine, a large tablespoonful of butter, a 
teaspoonful of celery seed, u teaspoon- 
ful of ground sago, a teaspoonful of 
thynio, a plentiful supply of pepper and 
salt to taste. Mako deep incisions in the 
ham and fill them with tho dressing in 
such a way that when cut each slice 
may have some of tho dressing in it. 
Boat 3 eggs well, mix with cracker 
crumbs and spread over tho top, then 
sprinkle over that a littlo brown sugar. 
Bako slowly for 2jJ or 3 hours, basting 
frequently with tho juice that runs from 
^the bam.

AT VICTOEIA WEST. 

The North Ward CandtdateB Address the Rate 
payers of this Sabnrb. 

Mr. Orlando Warner occupied the chair 
at Taesday evening'tf meeting in Victoria 
Weat, the merest mention of whioh could bo 
made in yeBterd«y'a paiier owing to short 
neaa of apaoe. Aid. J. Keith- Wilaon, tho 
only one present of the three mayoralty 
oandidatea, waa the first apeaker. He dealt 
briefly with the Bubjrcts referred to by him 
at pablio meetings earlier in the campaign, 
and explained his poaition in the matter of 
water improvement, particularly with refer- 
ence to the visit of Mr, A. MoL. Hawka. 
He advocated the aoqaisition cf the Indian 
reserve by the city, tint -opposed its being 
devoted to the permanent endowment of a 
uoivereity, and oxprosaed himself in favor 
of codar block pavements, a new cemetery, 
and other aubstautial improvements in 
whioh all aectioDs of the city are concerned, 
his remarks being well received. 

Mr. Beaumont Boggs, who waa chiefly 
rcsponsiblo for tho oallicg of the meeting, 
defined clearly in detail his position in the 
matter of the insnranco tax, and expressed 
himself as heartily in favor of the d^y labor 
cystem as applied to municipal works. He 
was as heartily opposed to tho employment 
of alien labor and believed In doing all that 
could bo done for tho assiatanco cf home 
residents. 

Mr. Fred Weldon was, ho said, more of 
a woiker than a talker, a faot which ho 
hoped to demonstrate if honored with dec 
tion. He dealt ohii fly with the noooaaitiea 
of Victoria West in tho way of fire and police 
protection, urging the immediato ncoeoally 
of the city providing and equipping a fire 
station. For tho present he thought that 
the woik might be done by a voluuteer 
brigade. 

Mr. J. C. Blaokett argued for the general 
adoptton if the eisht-hetir working day. 
He believed in tho cloatng of all ealoone not 
later than U p.m., and boiled to euo the 
ouifdW law introdnoad in Vic'.oriu. H 
urged the expenditure of more money upon 
improvements in tho outlying stctioce ol 
the city, the bringing of city water direoi 
from Blk lake, and tho paving of the aily 
streets is small and easy acctioos. 

Mr. ^\m. Allen aooueed oertaio of the 
retiring aldermen of favoritism in the dia- 
tribution of corporation work ; in this con- 
nootion he had in mind eoven tenants of one 
alderman for whom employment had been 
found. He critioiaed tho manner in whioh 
certain portions of tho seworatjo work had 
been cirricd out, and charged that money 
hud in this connection been unwisely ex- 
pended. His closing remarks were in regard 
to tho inade quaoy of tho fire protection in 
Victoria West, u grievanco which, if elected, 
ho would do hi? utmost to make »n end of. 

Mr. A. J. MoLolIan spoke forcibly upon 
the sewerage qaeation, pointing out defects 
in the present system. In regard to the 
tranaoontiuental railway whioh was to build 
up Victoria into a great oltyt he would bond 
all his energies to the atslstanoe of the pro- 
jeotedroad, the aeooringof whioh would not 
add any crushing burden to that borne by 
the ratepayers. He endorsed street paviu({ 
and all other substantial improvomouts. 

Mr. M. Humbor favored the purohaso ol 
a ohemioul ongino and tho (quipmont of u 
fire station in Victoria West. Ho was an 
advocate of water improvement, tho friend 
of tho British Pacific, and a believer in the 
gonoial cffioicnoy of tho police force. He 
was of the opinion that tho first loan for 
sewer construction had been thrown away, 
that money could have boon saved in the 
building of tho new ward schools, and that 
a number of tho Inmates of tho Old Men's 
Homo nro oapiblo of earning their own liv- 
ing and should bo made to do so, 

Mr. E A. Lewis protested that the rate- 
payers' money had lieoa wasted in tho offer- 
ing of a $500 premium for plans for a 
Jamea bay causeway ; all such work, be 
held, 'ahonld be done by the oicy engineer. 
He advocated the eztenaion of fire protec- 
tion, the.' aoqnlsitlon of thejndian reserva- 
tion, and the making of polling atations more 
numeroui to ault the . oonvenienoe of the 
zatepayen. Hd favored the divlalon of the 



Korth varri nrd tho liberal enconragcmenl) 
of the licitish 'PiiC.fio. 

Mr. H. E. Levy endorsed tho application 
of the day labor system to all n)nnioipal 
vrork and tho division of Ibo .Norm tvard 
into two. He also was strongly i" favor of 
the iutroduoiion of the Ontario ' curfew" 
law for I ha bentfit of the children. 

Mr D. \V. MoNaughton waa opposed to 
the contract system in corporation work 
He favored itreet improvement — a stump- 
ing niachiuo would not ho valuelesa at pre- 
sent on some of the Victoria West thor- 
oughfaroa— and would oppose svc i luxuries 
as music in the park, etc , until the neces- 
sities wore first obtained. An equal dis- 
tribution of expenditure waa very needful 
and this was o matter to whioh if elected 
he would give his special attention. 

Mr. John McMillan, referring to the pro- 
posal of several of the previous apoakera ' ^ 
re-divide the North WMnl, s»id that '^(jj, 
could not be done until certain de ^^jjjQ 
changes were first secured in the rr jnjoipa 
act, Theie improvemi nts ond ar^^^jj^jg^jg 
to the act should be taken in I- without 
delay. He advocated tho f jouring of the 
Songhees reservation for jj,, permanent 
endowment of a provlno'jji university— the 
crowning triumph of admirable educa- 
tion »1 BV-itcm. HO; fivored the Britfsb 
Pacific project, b jt worned his audience 
againht runuir.g into ruinious speculation 
and Iho acr.eptauoc of false values in oon- 
DOOtion wioh the building of tho road. He 
deuouncjd the publiahud balance aheeb ol 
the oorporiitioQ as uaiatBlllgiblo to tho 
average reader, and suggested tho adoption 
of tho E latf rn f.irm of tax notice as giving 
neoeuenry inforiiuition to tho ratepayer in 
more pniolioal form 

In reply to Mr. McMillan's remarks in 
cuiMicGiuiii with railrtay and educationul 
miitir?, Mr. A .1 .MoLollan again took tho 
platf.rin, and poiii'id to iho growth of 
rieaiiilo, Tiicoiiia, Sr,. I'aul ond Minneupolie 
— all due to thu pieaenco of tho railways 
Ho advi c klfd tho giving tf tho Indian ro 
Bcrvation wiien It ahoutd have been atcured 
for ihii toriiiiunl wirliH of a trann continental 
railway instead cf for tho endowment of a 
universi'y 

Mr. I>. Cartmul, a cindidato for election 
as Bohool tiuitoi', addressed tho mooting 
britfly, advooaiing tho infusion of new blood 
into the school board, and exproBsed him- 
self as oppnsod to any reduution of teachers' 
salaries. Ho endorsed Mr. McMillan's ro- 
marks in regard to tho necessity for assist- 
ing a provincial university, and placed him- 
self on record as favoring physical instruc- 
tion iu the schools.

A fair number of eUc'ors of the North 
ward met in the North ward school 
house laat night, Mr. George Jeeves 
in the chair, to hoar the civic candi- 
dates, Mayor Teague not being present. 
Aid. Keith- Wilson expressed himself as 
more than pleased with the reception he had 
met with in tho North ward. Notwith- 
standing that a fow of hia bitterest enemiea 
were doing what they coul'l againat him, ho 
expected to get a large part of his support 
from Iho North ward. (Applause.) Aid. 
Biker had, he was told, made an attack on 
him in the city hall nft.«r he (Aid. Keith- 
Wilson) had left the meeting on nomination 
day, and in abort had told an untruth about 
bim. Aid. Biker had aocuscd him of bring- 
ing Mr. Hiwks over to Victoria to report on 
the waterworks, and bo said that Mr. 
Hanks bad sent - iu a bill and 
expected to bo paid for that visit. Mr. 
Hawka had in faot come over on his own ro- 
aponsibility and no bill for his services had 
been received by the oily. He proceeded to 
read Mr, Han lis letter aa follows:

Tho rnport had been in the Mayor's pot 
BoaaioD, but it ho (AM. Wilaon) had Ijoeu 
mayor tho rnporf would huva Leon niude 
public and Mr. Hawka paid for it. Turn 
ing to alien labor, Aid. Wilson showed how 
he had always favored lotting tho city con 
traota in small plocea so that tho local men 
might havo a ohanoe. ( Applmieo. ) Aa to 
the electric light eito hia itlou, ia getting it 
was because it waa the most ad- 
vautiigeoua and gavii Iho city wharf- 
age facilities that, would save money. 
Aa to rtio oiviu c.xpendiiuroa, he 
thought that the citi/.ina should ho satis- 
fifld with tho woy their finanoea hud boon 
conducted. Much was said about corrupt 
and bad city govornniont. If they Boleotod 
tho best ouDdidules they ivould hear no 
more of royal conimissiona. All kinds of 
Ilea had boen going about. For instance, ho 
had been accuacd of putting the Victoria & 
Kidney railway up to suing the city for 
$,'3,000 on account of tha filling up of u cul- 
vert over whioh there was a dispute. On 
tho contrary, he had BtCOngly opposed any 
payment being made to the railway. 

Aid. Baker said what he had stated on 
nomination day be waa willing to back up 
It was plain that A. MoL, Hawks had sent in 
a bill to tho city.

promptly at 8 o'clock, the hall 
^7' jB by that time being well filled, and no 
<me was lost in, aa Hia Worabip expressed 

it, " getting down to the busineia of the 

ooaasion." 

Mr. John Partridge, who waa greeted 
with enthUoiaam, prefaoed his remarka by 
stating that not only waa this hia first ap- 
pearance before the eleotors, but the first 
bffore any audience. He pointed to iiis 
card published in the preas bi defining hia 
atand upon matters of municipal concern. 
He would work heartily and earnestly for 
better atreata — atreeta such aa wore pos- 
sealed by other oitiea of equal aiz3 and im- 
portance. Aa Victoria's atreets ' were at 
present, her citizens felt ashamed to ao- 
knowlodco that the • city ia thirty 
years old. He favored the exten- 
sion of fire protection, and thought that the 
city should see to It that tho neceaaary 
buildiogt and apparatus were provided, 
leaving the details to tho proper ollioiui — 
the chief of the fire department. The water 
question waa one in whioh ho had tuwoya 
evinced keen interest, and ho had watched 
with regret the neglect of tho filter beds 
whioh had resulted in tho unfortunate de- 
terioration of ihu city water. The supply- 
ing of good water to tho citizens wos ono of 
the first necoBsities. Ho did not think it 
was neooBsury iu this matter — as in 
many othfra — to send abroad for an 
expert. Tho city engineer was a 
cjpable man, and the homo talent was 
iu hia opinion sutlioient for the ocoasion. In 
conclusion ho promised if elected to deal 
straightforwardly and honestly with tho in- 
terests of thei city, using his best judgment 
in pnblio affairs aa though they were his 
own. 

In answer to tho inquiry of a ratepayer aa 
to his stand on the aunjoot of day labor tb. 
the contract eystom, Mr. Partridge declared 
himaoly in favor of the amall contra o sys- 
tem as tho moat business like. He knew 
that advocacy of day labor was the papular 
thing just at prcsenb, but he propelled to 
deal honestly and truthfully in this aa in 
ail other matters. Bo was not seeking votes 
at tha expense of honesty. 

Aid. Humphrey thooght that bis views 
on public atTairs were oretty well under 
stood. He referred briefly to the matter of 
sewerage, several speakers during the pro- 
sent campaign having pronounoad the sew- 
ers a diamal failure. Ihia ha desired to 
oontradlot. The sewerage works wore pro. 
ceeding satiafaotorily, and the oompleted 
aeotiona had proved themaelvea workable, 
Tho funds uader this head were not oxf 
hausted, and he thought the ratepayers had 
little cause for complaint. In oonneotion 
with tho much ■ diecussed electric light 
station matter, he had this to aay, 
that he thought tho wrong site was pur. 
chased — a site too expensive. Had a cheap- 
er site been taken thore would have boen 
plenty of money to do all the work abd 
leave a balance in hand. The cemetery 
question next receiving his attention, he 
pronounced tho present cemetery an unfor- 
tunate investment and urged caution ia any 
purchase that mifihc now be decided upon. 
Financial affiira wore briefly touched upon, 
and Mr. Humphrey closed by saying that 
the retiring council resigned ofiloo with its 
debts paid and a small balance to the good — 
a record of which they had uo reason to be 
ashamed. 

Mr. Robert T. Williams waa reopivod with 
strong expressions of favor. He did not, be 
said, know that he could add much to what 
he had already said in defining his stand, 
and as it was useleas to again go over the 
old ground hia remarks would bo brief and 
to the point. He waa a candidate for a seat 
at the counail board, and if honored with the 
votes required to elect him wou'd bring to 
tbe.tervioe of tho city, in which he was 
largely interested, all tha buaineaa ability of 
which he waa posaeiaed. (Applaasa.) Hia 
interesta were identioal with thoaa of hia 
fellow electors to whom he looked for sup- 
port — tho interest of all was the 
prosperity of Victoria, to aeoure which 
would be hia oouatant endeavor. (Applauso.) 
" Getting down to buainesa," he would tell 
brii fly what Victoria should have without 
further delay and what the incoming coun- 
cil, however composed, should aim to aocuro. 
Good Btrteta wcro badly needed, and like all 
other citizino having Victoria'a inlorcst at 
heart, ho hoped lo aee the atreeta pavod 
properly at the oarlioat possible day. Pav- 
ing cost moi ey, liowcver, and a will paved 
ciiy could not bo got in u day. Tho monoy 
was not avoilablo for tho immediato carrying 
out iu ita entiroty of a work of such magni- 
luilc, but he would do ail possible in ihia 
direction with tho money at command, al- 
ways aotiog thub duo economy waa 
observed. Progrcsa sliould bo made 
as rapid as possible but not at 
the oxpnnso of good valuo (Applause.) 
First and foremost, however, taking pro- 
ct'douce of paved streets and all similar im- 
provements, was the securing of a plentiful 
supply of pure water, (Appluuao. ) This 
was Bomothing which did not admit of delay, 
for the health of tho city woa ot stake. The 
work should hn undertaken a/ once Ho 
nnderatood from the members of the retir- 
ing council who had spoken that the 
money irap in the bank. Then wby should 
there be any farther dangerous delay ? He 
could t6o nA r^aaon why the improvement 
of the water should not bo a thing accom- 
plished within three months. (Hear, hear.) 
if elected, his firat attention would bo given 
to this subject, for ho did not desire to 
SCO a repetition of laat auminer'a experience 
with a liquid that "smelled fo heaven. " 
He might not be an expert or even a civil 
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engineer, but common aense told him that 
the first thing to be done waa to get the 
source clean in order that pure, sweet water 
might ha proonred. It would be necessary 
to get all the decaying wood, boggy islands 
and other filth out of the lake and give it 
to tho flkmes. Then good water might 
reasonabi-y bo looked for ; it could not be ex- 
pected coming from the present mud hole. 
In connection with cemetery extension, he 
had yeors ago opposed the purchase of the 
Uoss Bdky aito, predioting that it would 
soon ^beoome orowded and the city 
would draw towards it. Ho had 
boen laughed at then and told 
that he waa. a visionary foUo-A' and that 
Victoria would never havo a population cf 
more that l.'j.OOO, but the subBtquent ovonis 
had proved him to havo been in tho right. 
Ho now favored the purchaae of a now ceme- 
tery site, but not at any exorbitant price. 
Ho ettw no necessity of reviewing ground al- 
ready covered, and closed amidst applause 
by ttSBuring every elector of the ward that 
ho would bo glad to receive hia vote and help 
and that if chosen ho would do his best to- 
wards making Victoria a clean, attractive, 
healthful and well ordered oity. 

Reoallcd by a question from tho nudienco, 
Mr. Williams pUced himself on rooord as 
certainly deairoua of supporting any huai- 
nees like proposition looking to the oon- 
atruotiou of tho British Pacific railway — a 
line which Victoriana were looking for and 
bopingforand whioh waaooming. (Applause.) 

Mr. Charles Williama promised to do his 
best for the city if elected, and retired to 
make room lor 

Aid. Louia Vigeliua, who also promipod 
fearless and honest service if returned. He 
was ready for street paving, he said, just as 
soon aa tha citizens were ready to lurnish 
the money. Ho thought that tho beat pos 
siblo had been done in regard to the water 
question, too great haste often being danger- 
ous ; and did not see the jostioe of aboliah- 
iog the iusaranee tax, H« believed in keep- 
ing down the taxation, and wonld make this 
his motto if re-elected, 

Tha three other candidates for the ward 
— Aid Styles, Dr. Morrison and Mr, Kelly 
—not being present, and tlie ahonta for Aid. 
Keith Wilaon becoming mora and mora in- 
aistent, Mayor Teagua vacated the chair to 
Hon. Mr. Higgina and was retiring to a seat 
in tho aadienco when 

Mr, Gaetdv Loiser asked permission to 
address a question. It was in connection 
with the debentures issued by authority of 
the waterworks loan by-law. Was it true 
that there were four or five bids higher than 
that of the Imperial Trust Company to 
whom tha dobtnturca were sold, and that in 
passing over these higher tenders $2,200 was 
lost to the city '; 

Mayor Teague replied that it waa per- 
fectly true that the offur of the Imperial 
Trust Co. was not the boat received. It 
was, however, tho beat bona fide tender. 
Tho couucii had with the aBsistance of tho 
banks used every endeavor to locate the 
higher biddera, but they cjuld not be found 
and were evidently men of straw. The 
transaction was an open and honest one and 
the bonds, doepito the fact that an attempt 
had evidently been made to work a eohome, 
sold at the best price rcalizBd in the hiatory 
of the city. Ho had nothing to bo ashamed 
of in tha matter ; the facts were known as 
well to tho members of tho council as to 
himself. 

Mr. Higgina then taking the chair. 
Aid. Keith- Wilson reipondod to the vig- 
oroua call for him. He replied to Aid. Ba- 
ker's recent attack in oonneotion with the 
vlait to Victoria of A. MoL. Hawka, 
the water expert. Mr. Hawka bid dnr 
ing the past eleven veara developed 
au enviable reputation as a filtration expert. 
Ho was a apocialiat in tbia one subject ; to 
bo ouch it was not neoeatary that he should 
bo a civil engineer or n land surveyor or 
anything of the kind. He had had no desire 
to go into tho w-jtor improvement blindly, 
and had theroforo asked the advioo cf a high 
government oliicial competent to speak in 
the matter. Ho Mr. Hawka had como over 
and had vioitcd tho lake and given tho 
council a largo amount of practical and 
technical information. l>oforo he left he 
had been aaked by eoino member of tho 
council to send back a roporli and he had 
dono so, tho covering letter explaining the 
terms on whioh hia services could 
bo obtained "should the council desire 
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them " The council had not yet 
decided that they needed Mr. Hawks ; they 
had not used or made public his really 
valuable report ; and they had therefore In- 
curred no obligations whatever. Tho whole 
fault with Mr. Hawka waa that be bad been 
bold enough to say that Elk lake was all 
right and thus bring upon his head the 
attack of those who wished to decry this 
valaable resouroe in order to sell out another 
water system. Ho (Mr. Wilson) had gone 
in for the improvement of our nater upon 
a practical, common sense plan whioh meant 
a saving of $30,000 to the city, and all this 
cry against bim was simply because 
he declined to be led' by the nose 
and consent to the working ofF of 
a rival scheme — the unloading of an opposi- 
tion water system upon the city. Ho de- 
clared himself in favor of the acquisition of 
a new cemetery as a business invostment, 
and closed by expressing hia confidence in 
the coming of the liritish Pacific aa well as 
of an alternative lino having its terminus at 
Fort Angeles 

Recalled to tho platform by questions 
from the audience, and referring to M»yor 
Teague's remark that "other members of 
tha council, as well as himself, were conver- 
sant with the facts of the bond sale transac- 
tion," Mr. Wilson said he did know 
about it. And he knew in this 
connection that Mayor Teague had by 
bis child-like simplicity lost the oity $2,200. 
Being asked after the bids had been opened, 
but before the highest tenderer could be 
communicated with and the bargain closed, 
be had sent down to tho telegraph otlice the 
full list of prices ofifered. The result was 
that the bigheat bidders quietly dropped 
out and the city had to be onnteni to accept 
a lower offer, with a loss of $2,200. 

This brought Mayor Toague to the plat- 
form although he had twice declined the in- 
vitation to speak, having, as he expressed 
it, said already all that there was to say. 
He had made careful inquiry for tho high 
tenderers, he said, " and what Aid, Wilson 
now stated was an iafamous lie." 

Aid. Keith-Wilson responding to this 
attack quoted the Mayor's own statement of 
the facta as published In tho CoLONlsr on 
November 24, 1894 The extraot was : 

" It will he seen that it was not the 
highest tenderer to whom the debentures 
were awarded. Mayor Teague on being 
asked yesterday to explain why the loan 
waa not awarded to Mr. Chapman, whose 
bid was SIO;! 02 on tho hundred dollars, 
explained that when tho tenders were 
opened and Mr. Chapman was found to be 
the hi«heat bidder, ho wired to him at 
Montreal that tho tender was accepted. 
No answer being received tho banks and 
linancial men iu Montreal wore communi- 
cated with, bub still nobody seBuied to know 
Mr. Chapman. In tho meantime, on the day 



succeeding the opening of the liTiders, no effort 
waa made to conoeal the names of the tend, 
erers, and several people were allowed to 
have copies of tho listi one being given to 
the telegraph odioa. ' In other loans I bad 
kept the names aeotet,' said the Mayor, 'un- 
til the negotiations were oompleted, bab it 
had been represented to me that finanoial 
men were anxious to know at tho earliest 
opportunity whether their tenders were snc- 
ceB3f ul or not, so I concluded in this instance 
to make tho list public as soon aa poBsible.'" 

Mr. J. J, Austin, the third candidate for 
the chief matistrate's- chair, reviewed his 
position briefly and forcibly. It cometimes 
happened, he said, that tho lost called was 
the tirsb chosen, and he hoped in might be 
so in his case. He was a firm bsliever in the 
doctrine of every man to hia trade and did 
not deny the advantagoa and necessity at 
times of obtaining experts' advice. In suoh 
cases tho best exports obtainab'e were the 
ones to deal with. Ho hoped that the in- 
coming council would wisely administer 
afTaira and that our ov^n people would re- 
ceive every consideration in the giving ont 
of public work. Ha asked all to pnll to- 
gotber for the city's good, and left) himself 
in the hands of the electors. 

Aid. Ledingham reviewed hia actions in 
the council and his efforts to advance the 
city. He advocated the election of alder- 
mon for a longer period than one year, and 
attacked Aid. Wilson for stealing his ideas 
and thunder during the year. 

Senator Molnnes wanted the incoming 
council to give attention to some scheme for 
the systematic relief of the poor,, and the 
meeting broke up in some disorder, not for- 
getting, however, lo pass the customary 
veto of thanks to the chair. 
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
